“Ramie Fibre and its Manufacture. 


This fibre, the utilization of which in textile 
manufactures has for many years engaged the 
attention of practical men, still continues to 
command a large amount of notice. It is un- 
doubtedly deserving of all it receives, because if 
the difficulties that have hitherto stood in the 
way of its extensive use can be overcome, we 
shall have at command a fibre that will do much 
to emancipate manufacturers from dependence 
upon the American cotton, the Russian flax, and 
the Italian and Chinese silk crops. Besides the 
independent position it would take on its own 
merits, it possesses qualities that would enable 
it to be substituted, by means of a little inge- 
nuity, for any of those fibres. If it can be pro- 
duced sufficiently cheap it may even become a 
permanent substitute for one or more of them, 
and to a considerable extent displace them. 
Whether such an occurrence would be an advan- 
tage or otherwise time only could reveal. 

During the past month we have had submitted 
to our notice some specimens of goods manufact- 
ured entirely from the rhea plant fibre. The 
raw material in its dried state, as it is taken 
in the first process, was shown. This is a pliant, 
reddish-brown, straw-like substance. After 
passing through the first stage it yields a long, 
light flaxen-colored fibre, of great strength and 
fineness, and which appears to be divisible to an 
extreme degree. The next forms in which it was 
exhibited were in wet spun and dry spun yarns. 
In the former it possessed a solidity which gives 
it a somewhat wiry appearance, and great 
strength; in the second it is almost as soft as 
wool, and may almost be mistaken for it. These 
yarns wrought into cloth display similar charac- 
teristics, One specimen appears very much like a 
good brown Hessian, and another a Belfast brown 
linen. A third had passed through the bleaching 
process, and showed its capability of being 
adapted for table linen, napkins, diapers, etc. 
It bleaches clearly and evenly, coming up of a 
rich pearly whiteness, with a cool, pleasant feel, 
but with more fibre on the face of it than a linen 
article would possess. In each phase of it the dis 
tinguishing features are great strength and 
probable durability. In another case the fibre 
had been reduced to its finest condition, spun 
into a soft, pearly-white hosiery yarn, and 
worked into an undershirt possessing all the 
softness, lustre, and beauty of a similar article 
in silk. 

So far as the samples allowed us to discover it 
would appear to be free from the distinguishing 
fault of China grass, from which creases cannot 
be removed. The inventor stated that he had 
numerous other fabrics woven from yarns en- 
tirely of this fibre, such as dress goods, ribbons, 
dyed and printed fabrics, either completed or in 
process, and which could be shown when neces- 
sary. The specimens exhibited formed an inter- 
esting display, the importance of which, how- 
ever, depends entirely upon whether, as affirmed, 
they have been produced by a process, and at a 
cost that will enable the rhea fibre to take its 
position in commercial markets as a practically 
useful article.— Textile Manufacturer. 
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Notes on the Alkali Industry. 








The author describes the conflict between the 
ammonia process and Leblanc’s method. In 
England the matter stands thus, that even if 
large works were built for the former process, 
& more elevated price could not be obtained in 
spite of the greater purity of the product, and 
thus its whole advantage over the Leblanc pro- 
cess would be lost. Certainly the disinclination 
to sink much money in such a change may con- 
tribute to this result. In France the ammonia 
process is decidedly gaining ground, but that, 
as Solvay maintains, it will in a few years 
supersede Leblanc’s method is strongly to be 
doubted. So long as the ammonia process yields 
no very cheap muriatic acid, it will not super- 
sede Leblane’s process. The defects of the latter 
are more and more disappearing. The conden- 
Sation of the muriatic acid approaches daily 
nearer to perfection, The utilization of the 
Vat-waste seems to be fully decided by the pat- 
ented improvements of Schaffner and Helbig. 
It this method acts as well on the large scale as 
ithas done experimentally at Aussig, Leblanc’s 
Process can no longer be accused of wasting the 
greater part of the sulphur used in converting 
the common salt into soda. Pechyney destroys 
the cyanide formed towards the end of the melt- 
ig process by adding a little sulphate of soda, 
&nd when his process is accurately followed out 
Soda crystals can be at once obtained from the 
‘rude soda lye. 

Weldon has further improved this process by 
adding along with the sulphate of soda a little 

estone powder, whereby the last traces of

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Pulp-Strainer. 





An improved pulp-strainer is shown in the ac- 
companying illustration. The invention con- 
sists in the arrangement and combination of 
mechanism for lifting or vibrating the strainer 
to effect the passage of the pulp through its 
meshes or perforations or slots ; and it has for 
its object to lessen the friction between the 
lifting cam and the abutment against which it 
bears to lift the sieve; and to this end it consists 
in providing the sieve with a friction-roller ad- 
apted to rest against the cam, by which motion 
is imparted to the sieve, whereby the friction is 
reduced and less power required to operate the 
apparatus. 

The cut shows an elevation of a pulp-strainer 
and its receiving-tank, and of the improved 
mechanism for the strainer. A re- 
presents a pulp strainer or sieve. 
This strainer A is carried by a 
hinged frame, B, arranged over the 
tank, D, and the side E of said 
frame, which is opposite to its hinged 
side, projects beyond the walls of 
the tank, and is provided with down- 
ward-extending arms or hangers H, 
in which are the bearings of a hori- 
zontal shaft, G. Upon and near the 
opposite ends of this shaft G, and 
just within the arms H, are mounted rollers or 
wheels J, arranged to rest upon the peripheries 
of cams K, mounted upon a horizontal shaft, L, 
and having concave faces a, corresponding in 
shape and size to the circumference of the 


wheels or rollers. The shaft L is mounted in | 


suitable brackets attached to the tank D, and is 
provided with a pulley, m, fixed upon its pro- 
jecting end, or may be adapted to be rotated by 
any other suitable means. 

The edge a of each cam K is shaped for the 
screen frame to rise and fall four times in each 
revolution of the carrying shaft L, and to 


always have the screen frame at a rest through | 


its roller J thereon; and by this raising and 
lowering of the screen frame the screen is 
vibrated or shaken, as desired, for the straining 
of the pulp. The peripheries of the rollers or 
wheels J are covered with rawhide for resisting 
the frictional wear of the cams K, serving to 
protect both wheels and cams, and rendering 


their action upon each other comparatively | 


noiseless. In lieu of using rawhide for the rol- 
lers, they can be made of hard rubber, iron, or 
wood; but rawhide or hard rubber is preferable; 
and also the cam edges can be arranged so as to 
raise the screen frame a more or less number of 
times than four, as stated. 

The patentees are George Campbell, of Nor- 
folk, Mass., and William Lidgett, of Newton, 
Mass. They claim the combination with the 
sieve A and the cams K of the friction roller J, 
adapted to bear against the cam, to operate as 


described.

Improvement inthe Manufacture of Paper. 


The apparatus berewith illustrated has been 
patented by Joseph O. Gregg, of Elkhart, Indi- 
ana, for the purpose of manufacturing paper of 
that class which is form- 
ed of darker or coarser 
material with a facing 
of a finer or whiter. It 
is intended to apply di- 
rectly to the dry of par- 
tially dry sheet of pa- 
per, as it comes from 
the making-cylinder, the ' 
finishing-surface, form- 
ed also directly from = 
the pulp. 

In carrying out this process only one felt is 
used. This takes up the dark coarse pulp from 
the vats, in the usual way. Before, however, it 
is carried to the making cylinder by which the 
finishing pulp is applied, the felt is cleaned, 
and the paper or board formed from the dark 
pulp is dried, or partially dried, by any means 
suitable for the purpose. After this has been 
done, no water remains, either in the newly- 
formed sheet or in the felt, by which the white 








there meets the paper or board brought directly 
from the wet press. 

The board may have, if desired, paste applied 
to it after leaving the wet-press and before 
reaching the finishing cylinder. 


It is essential that the sheet, when it reaches | 


the cylinder by which the finishing pulp is ap- 
plied, should be partially or entirely dry, so as 
to be free from any dirty water which would 
soil the facing. The steps found to be most ad- 
vantageous for securing this object are, first, 
that the felt, after it has taken up the coarse 
dark pulp which forms the body of the paper or 
board, should pass through the wet-press; next, 
that the felt should be separated from the sheet 


and passed through pressing or washing and | 
pressing apparatus before it reaches the cylin- 
der for the application of the finishing-pulp. It | 
may return to the dark sheet at or before the | 


point of its contact with the next cylinder. 

The application of the paste to the dark sheet 
before it reaches the finishing-cylinder may be 
used with good effect; but it is not essential, as

the wet finishing-pulp will adhere to the dark 
sheet, the latter being moist enough for the pur- 
pose without containing any superfluous water 
to discolor the white finish. 

The apparatus as adapted to carry out this in- 
vention is shown in vertical longitudinal section. 
In this drawing, A A represent ordinary mak- 
ing-cylinders, revolving in proper vats, in 
the usual manner. Over these is 
the felt (shown in dotted lines.) The dark coarse 
sheet of ordinary straw pulp, or other dark 
coarse material, is formed on the cylinders, and 


taken up by the wet felt, in the usual manner. | 


A wet- press at D D is located next in order after 
the making-cylinder A A. The felt passes 
through this press, and the dark sheet is pressed 
on the under side of the felt. At this point, and 
after leaving the press, the wet felt is separated 
from the dark sheet, and passes upward over a 
guide-roll, H. Between the guide rolls H and L 
is shown a trough, I, in which are located the 
squeeze-rolls K K. 

A perforated pipe (shown at a) may be used, 
if desired, to wash the felt before it passes 
through the squeeze-rolls K K. The felt, after 
being pressed to remove the dirty water, passes 
over the guide-rolls L, and returns to the dark 
sheet at M, at the point of contact with the 
next cylinder, or a little before. To this point 
the dark sheet, shown by the full line X, is 
brought directly from the wet-press D D. A 
pasting-cylinder, O, may be located between the 
wet-press D D and the cylinder A’, which ap- 


| plies the finishing pulp. This paste-roll revolves 


in an ordinary paste-vat, and the sheet may be 
caused gently to touch the surface by the roll R. 

From the making-cylinder A’ the finished 
sheet may be carried upon the felt, over suitable 
guides, to a wet-press, E, after which the sheet 


| is separated from the felt and carried over suit- 
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able steam-driers. The felt returns over proper 
guides, through suitable washing apparatus §, 
to the making-cylinder A. 

The finishing-pulp is firmly united to the dark 
sheet by the action of the press E; but as the 


dirty water had been extracted from the felt 


and the dark sheet previous to the application of 
the finishing pulp, there can be no stain upon 
the finished paper. 

In forming the paper or board by this process

pulp is then applied directly by the making 
cylinder to the board or paper. 

In order to facilitate the cleaning and drying 
of the felt and the dark sheet they are sepa- 
rated after leaving the making cylinder, and, 
preferably, passing through wet presses, the wet 
felt being carried over guide rolls and between 
squeezing rolls, and either washed and pressed, 
or simply pressed. Theace it is returned to the

REPORTER—I notice that there are quite a 
number of processes invented and patented for 
the purpose of producing a fibre 
from wood by a combination of 
chemical and mechanical means. Is 
it likely that a fibre will be pro- 
duced from wood that will be 
strong and white and utilize more 
of the wood; that is, produce more 
fibre from a given quantity of wood 
than is now done by the chemical 
process alone? 

Papyrus—W ood soaked, boiled or 
digested in water, or in a weak al- 
kaline solution, can be beaten or ground or 
teased out into quite a long, strong fibre; 
but it is simply impossible to bleach it white 
without first removing the anti-cellulose. This 
is a fixed fact which there is no getting 
rid of, therefore all attempts to produce a 
white fibre by a combination of chemical and 
mechanical means are futile, and must result in 
loss and disappointment. As for producing more 
| fibre from a given quantity of wood, it is impos- 
sible. The quantity of cellulose there is in the 
wood determines how much paper-making ma- 
terial there isin it. Take one cord of poplar 
wood, digest it carefully, wash it until the water 
runs off clean, then dry it thoroughly and weigh 
it. You will have somewhere about 1,000 pounds 
pure cellulose, of a grayish white color. In every 
cord of wood you will find just about the same 
quantity of cellulose, and that is all of the paper- 
making material there is to be had from one 
cord of poplar wood. The quantity of cellulose 
contained in other kinds of wood and other veg- 
etable material may be obtained in the same 
way, and this question of quantity once settled 
men might as well stop trying to attain the im- 
possible. 

R.—Would not a careful chemical analysis be 
of some value in determining the quantity and 
quality of the cellulose ? 

P.—Almost every kind and variety of wood 
and other vegetable has been analyzed. I recol- 
lect seeing in THE JOURNAL a list of the per- 
centages of fibre contained in the different kinds 
of wood. Hofmann also gives a similar list. 
Poplar is put down as, green at 30 per cent., sea- 
soned 37; spruce at 32. Now this agrees very 
nearly with the practical result obtained. One 
cord of poplar gives 1,000 pounds dry cellulose, 
the same quantity of spruce 850 pounds. It 
must be remembered that the practical result in 
the mill will necessarily 
be about 10 per cent. less 
than that obtained in 
the laboratory. 





R.— Some years ago 
the wild rice grass that 
grows out in the lake 
country was talked of, 
and I believe some at- 
tempt was made to util- 
ize it; also the cane of 
the Southern States; 
and now the palmetto is coming to the front. 
Then there is the bamboo, with which our Lon- 
don correspondent is so much in love. Is it 
likely that any of these fibres will ever be of 
use in paper making ? 

P.—To this list you might have added jute, of 
which great things were expected at one time. 
| Cellulose may be obtained from all of these 
| upon the same principles and by the same pro- 
| cess as it is obtained from straw, esparto and 

wood, but modified according to the require- 
| ments of the different materials. The quantity 
| and quality of cellulose obtained from each will 

determine whether or not it can be used profita- 
bly. The attempt to bleach jute white clearly 
illustrates what I have said in regard to the re- 
| moval of the anti-cellulose. We tried to force 
it by excessive and repeated bleaching, but never 
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| succeeded in getting a clear white color and a 
felt, and subsequently applying the wet finish- ' good fibre because of the presence of tho anti- | but I have never seen any sheet of paper yet to 


cellulose. The product of the Cane Fibre Com- 
pany also confirms this. They blow it into a 
fibre by means of a steam gun, but it cannot be 
bleached white, nor will it ever be until itis 
first made into cellulose, and as this cane be- 
longs to the bamboo family, the same is true of 
it. Ican show you a sheet of paper made from 
the scrub palmetto of Florida. Its fibre is re- 
markably long and fine, and it possesses excel- 
lent felting properties and will take size or color 
well. The extreme fineness of its fibre and 
close texture make it peculiarly adapted for fine 
engravings and all such work. It will make a 
place for itself; ‘“‘there is always room at the 
top,” you know.

British Notes. 
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(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


16 Paternoster Row, Lonpon, E. C., 
May 10, 1879. 


During the past week business has been quiet, 
but I fancy there is an improvement. People 
are not so gloomy, and when our tempers im- 
prove, our business is bound to follow suit. 
Nothing is worse than a desponding state of 
mind for a business man. He looks at every- 
thing through a distorted glass, and nothing can 
please him. There is every prospect of the 
Afghan war being settled next week, and peace 
in the East will be a great boon, and will quiet 
a lot of noisy people who are always eager to be 
croaking about something. Like that common 
and economical instrument known as the penny 
whistle, they make more noise than music, 
When our Zulu war is finished we shall go ahead, 
Of course, the poor shut out Radicals are hoping 
this war will last till the next election, when 
they can have something to growl at on the 
hustings; but, so far, there is every probability 
of a general peace before 1879 expires. Let us 
all hope so. 

Ihave heard from an American gentleman 
who is staying here, and who has relations in 
New York in the paper stock line, that trade is 
pretty brisk between your side and our country. 
But he told me that his people informed him that 
they lost nearly as much money as they made. 
He did not go into particulars, so I can’t say 
how they manage to do this. So faras our fibre 
markets are concerned, rags are firm; in fact, 
there is a plenty of business doing. The impor- 
tation from the Baltic ports has now set in, and 
Russian rags find plenty of buyers. The Russian 
linens are very strong, and are notorious for 
being a sound, good fibre. Hence paper-makers 
are on the trail, and are looking out for them. 
Other linens are moving freely too. Cottons 
also sell very nicely at former rates. The other 
classes are firm. The only fibres not doing a 
strong line are the jute and flax commodities, 
Jute is not@ought after so much here as from 
abroad, and when the prices are low, as they un- 
doubtedly are at present, the demand is not so 
full as to justify any very great firmness. Your 
dealers have sent over orders, it is true, but at 
such figures as renders business impossible. 
Waste papers are quiet, and only a hand-to- 
mouth trade is being done. Prices cannot be 
said to have altered, therefore I shall omit them 
this week, your readers taking last quotations as 
market value. 

The chemical trade is in a sad state. I hear 
that Hutchinson’s works, at Widnes, are to be 
sold by public auction, on the 29th inst., at Liv- 
erpool. All efforts to dispose of them privately 
have failed. The elder Mr. Hutchinson made a 
large fortune at Widnes. He was the first to see 
the advantages of Widnes asa manufacturing 
centre, and bought up all the land. I believe all 
the manufacturers in that district are his ten- 
ants. His son, however, has since his father’s 
death been rather free with the cash, and the 
Court of Chancery has ordered the works, the 
second largest factory in Widnes, to be sold, 
The Clare Works have also stopped, and the 
effect of this has been to decrease the output of 
caustic soda from 400 to 450 tons per week. Not- 
withstanding this large decrease of supply thé 
caustic soda market is very weak and inclined 
to fall. If this decrease does not make the 
market firmer within a few weeks, I do not 
know what sort of a lookout chemical manu- 
facturers will have. I shall endeavor to get the 
full account of this sale for your readers, who 
will be interested in this important matter of 
chemicals. 

I see you make a few remarks upon my 
opinion of our home-made writings. I can only 
repeat what I said. It is not true that your 
writings are much better than ours, or, as the 
American writer said, “The papers were much 
inferior.” I am not a partial judge, by any 
means, and I dare say I see as many specimens 
of American paper as most people over here, 
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sur pass our best mills’ production I may have 


seen some as good, but there is a difference be 


tween paper as good and paper ‘‘much in 
ferior.” Trade news is of no value unless it is 
true, or, at any rate, approaching the truth. I

British Columbia by mountain ranges, through 
which the projectors of the Pacific Railway 
have not yet found a practicable route. Cut off | 
this border by a Customs line from the rest of 
the continent and you will have commercial 
atrophy and financial deficit. The true remedy 
is commercial union with the rest of the conti- 
nent; but this “Empire” forbids, and so the 
Canadians, in a state of deep commercial de 
pression and with their Government on the high 
road to bankruptcy, are forced to try something 
else. 

Of the deficit which compels the imposition of 
fresh taxes, more than half may be charged to 
the intercolonial railway, a politico-military 
railway constructed for the purposes of the Em- 
pire, in which some £6,000,000 have been sunk, 
and which is still run at a loss. Of the resta 
considerable proportion may be charged to the 
military force which we are made to keep up 
against the Americans.

General Notes. 





The Cheney Bigelow Wire Works manufact- 
ure dandy rolls with designs for water marks, and 
brass wire cloths for paper manufacturers, 
which are in high favor with the trade. 


According to the Papier Zeitung, a moth-proof 
paper is made from a mixture of woolen, cotton, 
and hempen waste; it is then saturated with a 
mixture of crude carbolic acid, heated thin coa) 
tar, and the residual oil from the rectification of 
naphtha. The paper is then pressed and dried, 
and serves to wrap up articles liable to be 
damaged by moths. 


The American Palm Pulp and Paper Company 
of Washington, D. C., first formed in 1875, has 
been reorganized this year. The officers are E. 
C. Ingersoll, president; G. W. Billock, secretary, 
and M. C. Wilcox, general superintendent. The 
company proposes to manufacture bank note 
and plate papers from palmetto fibre. Speci- 
mens of these papers have been made at Hol- 
yoke, and it is said that they cannot be altered 
in any way or reduced to pulp. 

Among those connected with the paper trade 
who are members of the Thirteenth Regiment of 
Brooklyn, and who bave accompanied that or- 
ganization to Montreal to celebrate the anni- 
versary of the Queen’s birthday to-day, are 
Captain J. F. Ackerman, Inspector of Rifle 
Practice, with Perkins & Goodwin; Lieut. A. 
Fuller Tomes, Sergt. W. F. Etherington, with 
H. C. Hulbert & Co., and Corporal J. Ramsbot- 
tom, with Peter Herder. 


No less than 1,362 men and 458 women were 
employed in the decoration of china alone in 
Paris in 1867. The greater number of the pot- 
teries have agencies or depots at Paris, or send 
their wares theré for sale. Paris is the centre 
of the trade, and Limoges next in importance. 
From this last-named place ware is sent to 
all parts of the empire by the aid of travelers 
and agents. The annual value of the product of 
fine faience was estimated in 1867 at 10,000,000 
francs and of porcelain at 20,000,000 francs. 


The total annual production of straw boards 
in the United States is about 33,000 tons, 28,000 
tons being steam dried, and 5,000 tons air dried. 
Their manufacture was begun at Chambersburg, 
Pa., in 1842, the product being sent to the Phila- 
delphia market. The first ton ever brought into 
this State was sold by Cyrus W. Field, the pres- 
ent telegraph and elevated railroad projector, to 
H. Butterfield & Co., in the year 1845, Mr. Field 
at that time being engaged in the paper trade. 
Of the large annual production of this article 
600 tons are required by the paper-collar manu- 
facturers. H. Butterfield & Co. alone supply 
100 tons annually to be made up into boxes for 
patent plasters. 


The ingenious method which of late has come 
so largely into use, of silvering mirrors of vari- 
ous kinds, and notably the reflectors of tele- 
scopes and lighthouses, is based on the power of 
certain chemical reagents to throw down silver 
in the metallic state from certain of its solu- 
tions, &c., the reduced silver in many cases ad- 
hering firmly to the surface of the vessel in 
which the action takes place, or to objects im- 
mersed in the liquid. Thus, if calcium nitrate 
in a moist state be placed in a glass vessel, with 
a crystal of silver nitrate and a drop of ammo- 
nia solution, and the mixture cautiously heated 
and made to flow successively over the whole 
inner surface of the glass, a fine mirror may be 
developed. Aldehyde, oil of cloves, and other 
essential oils, grape sugar and some other organic 
substances, may also be employed as reducing 
agents, especially the first-named substance.

Market Review.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket worked somewhat closer during the past 
week, the explanation for which is to be found 
in the heavy decrease in the legal tender aver- 
age shown by the weekly exhibit of the banks. 
The loss of currency sustained by the banks will 
be only a temporary matter, as the Treasury, 
which has absorbed the great bulk of this money 
in settlement of the 4 per cent. loan subscrip- 
tions, will soon disburse freely on account of 
called bonds. Hence the rates for the loans re- 
mained very low throughout, while on the other 
hand borrowers on call paid as high as 6 to 7 per 
cent. in some instances for accommodations. 
The majority of transactions, however, were at 
3 to 4 per cent., the former rate prevailing at the 
close. The Government bond dealers supplied 
their requirements at 2 to 244 per cent. Time 
loans were made at 2!¢ to 34¢ percent. In dis- 
counts there was no change of importance, and 
prime mercantile paper was readily taken at 3}¢ 
to 5 per cent., but there were but few transac- 
tions below 4 per cent. 

Government bonds were strong in tone, al- 
though the changes in prices, as a rule, were 
slight. The new 4 per cents. advanced from 
102'¢ to 102%, and some large transactions in 
these securities were reported. Many home in- 
stitutions have been large buyers, particularly 
the National banks, which are depositing the 
bonds with the Treasury as a basis for their cir- 
culation in lieu of the 10-40’s, which were some 
time since called in for redemption. Currency 
6’s were strong, on small offerings. In railroad 
bonds the dealings continued on a large scale. 

In the Sterling Exchange market rates were 
well maintained throughout the week. The 
nominal quotations for 60-day bankers’ bills and 
demand were advanced '¢ per cent. early in the 
week, and were marked up another 4¢ per cent. 
at the close. 

The posted rates to-day are: Sterling 60 days, 
$4.881¢; sterling, sight, $4.90; cable transfers, 
$4.891¢ to $4.90; commercial sterling, prime long, 
$4.87 to $4.871¢; commercial sterling, good 
long, $4.864¢ to $4.8684; Paris, bankers’, 60 days, 
$5.13% to $5.15; do. sight, $5.133¢ to $5.11; 
Antwerp, bankers’, 60 days, 5.15 to 5.138{; do., 
sight, 5.1814 to 5.11%; Swiss, bankers’, 60 days, 
5.15 to 5.18%; do. sight, 5.131¢ to 5.11%; Reichs- 
marks (4), bankers’, 60 days, 9514 to 95%; do., 
sight, 96 to 9614; Guilders’, bankers, 60 days, 
0% to 401¢; do., sight, 40% to 41, and Paris 
dispatches quote exchange on London at 25 fr. 
181¢e, 

The foreign advices reported United States 
bonds a shade weaker, new 4’s closing at 10514, 
43¢’s at 108%, 10-40’s at 103%{, and new 5’s at 105%. 
American railway securities were irregular. 


THE PAPER TRADE.—The same quiet tone 
which we have been obliged to record for some 
time past prevails in the market, and there ap- 
pears to be no prospect of improvement until 
after the summer season has passed. There is 
little demand for additional stock, although a 
moderate amount of goodsare going out all the 
time, and in.some cases the deliveries are toler- 
ably full on contract or orders, but there is no 
free or continuous movement, as in a period of 
activity. The export demand affords some re- 
lief in certain grades of Fine Writings and Book 
Papers, but is, not of a general character. 
Writings move with a trifle more freedom than 
&fortnightago. Ledgers and Records are slow 
of sale, and the same can be said of Fine and 
Superfine Flat Caps, but Engine-sized Flat Caps 
&re somewhat more active. In Book Papers the 
Sreatest impetus is fo be seen in Machine- 
finished, Super-sized and Calendered being in 
hardly any increased request. In News, the 
Supplies brought into the market continue large, 
With competition sharp and prices low, while 
the demand varies only little. Manillas are 
‘elling rather slowly, and prices are weak. 

rappings are in light demand, and the supply 
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of low grades is large, and theseare sold at very 
small figures. Binders’ Boards share in the very 
limited movement, sellers displaying a much 
greater activity then buyers, prices, however, 
are unchanged. Straw Boards are moving with 
a fair degree of activity, the principal dealers 
reporting a very satisfactory business doing. 
Next month trade in this line is expected to 
slacken, and a period of quietness will intervene 
before the fall season begins. It does not seem 
possible that values of Straw Wrappings could 
go much lower than they have been, neverthe- 
less, we are informed by two large dealers that 
they have been offered paper by mannfacturers 
during the past week at figures lower than any 
heretofore named, and that the stocks already in 
the market, and those arriving daily, are simply 
enormous. The movement looking toward a 
combination of the owners for the purpose of 
curtailing production and an advance in prices 
meets with general favor, and of the State mills 
already canvassed there are only a few which 
withhold their concurrence. These, it is 
thought, can be won over to the views of the 
majority and make the action unanimous. De- 
cisive action will probabiy be taken within the 
coming fortnight. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market for the past 
week has ruled quiet and very steady, with sales 
of 1,500 to 2,000 bales at 2 3-i6c. to 2\¢c. cash. 
Holders seem to manifest a firmer tone, and 
pending fresh arrivals we suppose 23-l6c. to 
2c. is about a fair quotation for parcels from 
store. In futures we hear of no transactions, 
the general asking price is 24¢c., but there ap- 
pear to be no buyers at that. 

WOOD PULP.—There was a small increase in 
the number of orders sent to the mills within 
the past week, so that all are kept fairly busy in 
their execution. We hear of no change in prices, 
which remain as before, viz., 3c. for Combina- 
tion, and 24¢c. for Pulp made by outside parties, 
with occasional transactions at a shade less. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Quietness is the ruling characteristic of this 
market. The transactions during the week have 
been exceedingly few in number, the movement 
being, if anything, somewhat smaller. Linen 
Rags are in limited request. Cottons, in both 
fine and low grades, are quite flat. Waste Pa- 
pers are meeting with less inquiry than for some 
time past. Very few orders, it is said, are going 
out at present, the prices ruling in the principal 
markets abroad, as compared to those obtained 
here, leaving very small margins of profit to the 
importer. Sales are reported of 15 tons No. 1 
French Linens at 5%c.; 9 tons Ordinary do. at 
5%¢c., and 110 tons Cotton Waste at 2%c. The 
arrivals for the week foot up 3,011 bales Rags; 
1,246 bales Paper Stock, and 533 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—There is still a lack of 
activity to trade, and prices generally are low 
and weak. The supplies of Country Rags, al 
ways fuller at this season, gives the mills a 
better local supply, and thus keepsa great many 
of them out of the market, and in the meantime 
our city dealers find large accumulations of stock 
in their hands. No. 1 Whites move along mod- 
erately at about our quoted figures, but show no 
signs of improvement. No 2 Whites and Seconds 
are quiet, and are offered quite freely at conces- 
sions from our quotations. We note sales of 180 
bales City Seconds at 1%c. to 1%c., and 60 
bales No. 2 City Whites at 3c. Other sales are 
said to have been made of 50 bales extra No. 1 
Whites at 3c.; 60 bales City Seconds, extra 
packing, at 1%c. to 2c., and 25 bales prime No. 1 
Whites at 4%¢c. to 4\¢c. 

BAGGINGS, &c. — The market continues 
steady, with only a moderate demand. Prices 
remain low, and some dealers will not transact 
business on the basis of present valuations, 
which they declare to be unremunerative. Sales 
are reported of 17 tons No, 1 Gunny Bagging at 
2 3-16c.; 30 tons No. 2 do. at 15¢c. to 1%c., and 
30 tons Manilla Rope at 2%c. Another dealer 
reports sales of 60 tons No. 1 at 2 3-16c.; 50 tons 
light and heavy mixed Burlaps Bagging at 2\<c., 
and a small lot of good Scrap Bagging at 1c. 
to 2c., on sixty days’ credit. 


OLD PAPERS.—There is a pretty light move- 
ment in almost all grades, and with small sales, 
and a steady, although not large accumulation, 
tends to fill up the market, and prices are shaded 
accordingly. No. 1 White Shavings are in fair 
demand at 3%c. Book and light stocks have 
very little inquiry, and are offered at low prices. 
The sales reported embrace 75 tons extra Book, 
on private terms; 10 tons No. 1 Colored Shav- 
ings at 3i¢c. to 3(c.; 5 tons No. 2 do. at 2%c., 
and a small lot No. 1 White Shavings at 3%c.

Sa- 
ward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘ Vessels and 
boats to carry away the sales appear to be the 
troublesome element, and there is no probable 
improvement in this department of trade likely 
to occur for some time tocome. Within the 
week there has been an indifference to the enter- 
ing of any further orders at the current low 
prices, and we may expect a change for the 
better if this feeling does but bold. The increase 
in tonnage as compared with last year does not 
grow perceptibly, and the accidents that are re- 
corded from time to time in the regions must de- 
crease the sum total and thus fill up the deduc- 
tions for ‘emergencies’ referred to in our last. 
Tbe report of the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany shows that the business was unprofitable last 
year, and if this were the case then, with prices 
so much better than at present, what must be the 
condition of the coal carriers and miners under 
the present range. Can it be a question that there 
must soon be the end of these low rates, in the 
minds of any practical man of business? Indus- 
tries which are large consumers of coal are re- 
viving, and from this direction alone must come 
an increased demand for the product of our 
Anthracite collieries. In soft coals there is no 
change to report; many of the trade are hopeful 
of better times when the price of Anthracite 
goes up intoa higher range of figures. The new 
coal road into the George’s Creek region attracts 
some attention, and there are many reports pro 
and con as to the probability of its being con- 
structed. One of the latest is that concessions 
will be made to the coal operators sufficient to 
warrant the new project being abandoned. One 
of the most absurd notions in this connection is 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad, with which con- 
nection is to be had, will slightly advance tolls 
on coals from Clearfield and reduce rates on any 
Cumberland coal that may come over its line 
simply to fight the Baltimore and Ohio line. The 
gaining of their point by the strikers of the coal 
mines near Pittsburg has been of little value to 
them. The contracts have been filled; there is 
no water to run out the coal on hand above 
these contracts to a possible market, and the 
operators are very indifferent as to a continu- 
ance of mining.” Quotations at tide water are: 
Lump, $2.65; Broken, $2.65; Egg, $2.70; Stove, 
$2.85, and Chestnut, $2.85.
